The 
report that went of the pleafing notes of the 
Swatines in Meander floud, farre furpaffing the re- 
cords of any other birds in any other places what- 
foeuer, drew thither all forts of people in great 
confiuence, and with great expe@ation to heare, 
and enioy their fweete finging. When they came 
thither, they found in ftead of faire white Swans, 
greedy Rauens, and deuouring Crowes 3 and 
heard, in ftead of melodious harmony, vatune-_ 
able and loathfome croaking. In indignation that 
they were fo receiued and deceiued, in ftead of 
applauding, they hifled; and of ftaying , fled 
away. Youare now braue Eaf indies, Meandep 
floud your Tradeis the finging of Swannes,which 

- fo many iourney fo farre to enley. God forbid 
you fhould be found fo difcoloured, and we fo ill 
jatishied. And howfoeuer that I may be fure to 
auoideany detragtion, whereby my nature might 
haue any imputation, or. by calling Vp more {pi- 
rits into the circle then I can putdowne againe, I 
might incurre fome danger, andbe taxed likewife 
of indifcretion, for thatwe onely hitherto have 
complained of the want of Shipping; wedefire 
flow bus hereinto firey the fore, -and {ee how 


you.

youhelpe the inereafe.You hauebuilt more Ships 
in your time, and greater farre chem any other 
Merchants Ships; befides what you haue boughe 
out of other lrades,and.all thofe wholly belong: 
ing to yous there hach beene entertained by you 
fince’you fir aduentured, one and twentie 
Ships, befides the now intended voiage of one 
new Ship of feuen hundred Tunne; and happily 
fone two more of increafe. The leaft of all your 
Shipping ts of foure {core Tunne: all the reftare 
goodly Shippes, of fuch burthen as neuer were 
formerly vfed in Merchandize; the leaft and mea- 
nefkof thefelafkis of fome hundred and twentie 
Tunne,and fo go vpward evento eleuen hundred 


“Tunneé. You hate ferforthfome thirteen voyages, 
“in whichtime youhaue buileof thefe, eight new 


Shippes, andalmoft as goodas built themof of 
the refidue,asthe Dragow; the Heor,grenfo chatar 
the firftappearatice you haue added atinltrength 
and glory tothe Kingdomeby this-your accefion 
‘to the Nawy. But where.L pray you areall thefe 
Ships? foure of thefe arecaftaway; of thewhich 
one was of thréehundred:Tuinne,another of foure 
Hundred, the third of: threeshuadred, sand the 
fourtlrof eleuen hundred:two more are docked 
-yp thereas Pinaces to: Trade vp and down: the reft 
“are either etsployedin the Dradein the Jadies, or 
“at home out of reparations; which if true; if the 
Kingdome fhould haueneed of chem omany oc- 
eafion it fhall furely wanttheir fertticesand fo then 
there is notonely nofupply tothe Nauy this;way, 
‘but huye eyen tithe Wholekingdome, the woods 
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wie being cut downe, and the Shippes either loft, or 
a notferuiceable. Surely ftories can fhew vs, which 
we may reade in the courfes of Common-weales, 
how tolerable, nay how laudable it is in all States, 
to enlarge Commerce. Merchants whom wee 
fhould refpect, can tell vs of the cafualties which 
notonely the Ships, but their eftates are fubied& 
to by aduentures. Mariners whom we mutt pit- 
ty,can teach vs of the ordinary dangers not onely 
that Shippes and goods,but their liues are fubie& 
to by fea. I muft not then exprobrate that to them 
which is tobe imputed to the Sea; nor are they to 
be blamed oucof reafon for that which deferueth, 
in humanity, commiferation; nor is Eagland 
bounded by our Horizon,:to go no further then - 
we fee. We haue learned long fince,that AZercatu- 
va fitenuis fordida, fimagna /plendida: the ftranger 
the Country,the greaterthe aduenture; the more 
famous our Nation , the more worthy the Mer- 
chant. Before wee were, euen Horace writ, Carrit 
Mercator ad Indos.Loath then am I to borrow thae 
faying of Demo/thenes on his courting of Lads, to 
pay ittothe dzdian Trade, byalleaging, that Now 
tanti Emam penitentiam,only having now in com- 
mon that Roman prousfo, Ne quid detriment refp. 
capéat. Letvs examinethatrwhich may moue pa- 
tience , thatour woods are cut downe; and the 
Ships either loft or not ferniceable: Our,woods - 
Ifay, curdowne in-extraordinary manner, nel- 
_ ther do'the Shippes! die .the ordinary death of 
. Shippes.:Our woads, extraondinarily;cut downe,

doth as it were deuloure our timber. Iam able our 
of fufficient teftimony to affirme, that fince the 
Jadiaw Trade,and meerely through their building 
_ oftheir fhips of fo great burthen, and their repai. 
ring (the building notwithfanding beganne but 
fiue yeares fince) that timber is raifed in the Land. 
fine fhillings, and more,in the loade, nay, alnof 
not tobe had for money which the Company(no 
queftion) being fenfible of, very wifely fecke to 
helpe themfelues in, by building of fhips in Zre- 
Jand for their feruice: yetitfeemeth their incou- 
ragement that was,is but wece//tous in regard by 


their owne faying,befides the hazard, the charges _ 


are little leffe; and which is worfe, that kinde of 
timber is but vntoward for that vie, being fo ex- 
treame heauy, that a fhip of fmall burden, draw- 
eth much water. If in fiue yeares {pace theit buil- 
ding,together with their repairing of fhippes, al- 
moft equall to building, beget fuch a {carcitie, 
what willa little continuance bring forth? Bring 
forth I cannot fay ought, buta priuation will fol- 
low cuen ofall our timber-wood.

them ; but thata parricide of woods fhould thus 
be committed by building of fhips , it was neuer 
thought on by any of ourroyall So/oms, and there- 
fore therewas no prouifo forit: Nay, this incon- 
uenience was fo little fufpe&ed , thatour fayd 
famous Prices haue prouided cleane contrary, | 
with greatbounty and indulgenee, having enco- 
iets raged 


other. It wasa fhip of eleven hundred Tunne:for 
beauty, burthen, ftrength, and fufficiency, fur- 
paffing all Marchants fhips whatfoeuer. Buralas! 
fhee was but fhewne, out of acruell deftiny thee 


‘was overtaken with an vntimely death in hey 


youth and ftrength; being deuoured by thofe Iron 
wormes of that Country, that pierced her heart, 


‘ and brake many a mans withall memorable in her 


misfortune, onely redounding to the Common- 
wealthes loffe. For as forthe Marehants,theugh ] 
pitie their aduentures with all my heare, yetin this 
their part of loffewas leaft; for all their goods 
were on fhore; and fhe had bronght aboundance 
outof the Aéecha Fleete, which fhe didboth tith 
and toll: And thankes beto God, they are more 
then fauers by what is returned from her, and 
morethen thatoften, by the grace of God, will 
come from her to the Marchants gaine. 
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Thetike vatimely fall had the other three of 
ereat burthen, galla nt (hips neuer hauing had the’ 
fortune to fee their natiue foile againe, or the ho- 
nourtodotheir Country any feruice, in refped 
of all other fhi ps that wander ordinarily to other 
Countries, therefore I may inftly fay thacthey die 
roc the ordinary death of fhips, who commonly 
hauefomer eft, and after long feruice die full of 
yeares,and at home,much of their timber feruing 
againe to the fame vfe, befides their Iron-worke, 
and the ref otherwife feruiceable, and notin this . 
bloudy and vnfeafonable fafhion , rather indeed 
as coffins full of line bodies, then otherwife as 
comfortable fhippes. For the reft that liue, they 
come home fo crazed and broken,fo maimed and 
vnmanned , that whereas they went out ftrong, 
Our hips 4t¢ they returne moft feeble : and whereas they were 
faine to take "carried forth with Chriftians , they are brought 
ghe natiues 0 : 
the Indian home with Heathen. Whartthe profits areto the 
Countries to Mfarchants,for fo great an aduéture,[ knownot. I 
eta) ie, am fure amends cannotcafly bemade for fo great 
jead Scaanen Aloffe,euen in this point which is our fpecial fub- 
to ene home ieétnow,for walt of woods, & {poile of thipping. 
heir MPP And chus wehaue furueyed all the fountaines 
whence our {hipping efpecially doth flow: which 
before I {hut vp, [remember me of a new: Spring 
in Greeneland, that batheth fome {hipsand burde- 
neth them likewife with her owne natural fraighe, 
with the which the Whale is fo tichly loaden 
withail. This place is but of late frequented fo ef- 
pecially, andhathiemployed this laft yeare fome

Tcannot finde any other worthy place of forren an ‘hibition’ 
anchorage. For the Bermudas, we know'nor yerr 2!) ethers 
what they will doe; and for Yérginéa we know not eae ice 
well what to do withit:che prefene profit of thofe 
not employing any ftore of fhipping: and for this 
otherit is yetburZmbrion: no queftion a worthy 
enterprife and of great confequence,much aboue 
the Marchants Jewell & reach.’ And furein regard 
of the great expences they haue beene atand the 
poore returne that is made, they are much to bee 
regarded & commended for holding out fo long: 
Lcouldwith , thatasmany of the Nobility and 
Gentry of the land haue ‘willingly embarqued 
ehemfeluesin the labour, fothereft of the Sub- 
jects might be vrged to help toforme and bring 
forth this birth,not ofan infant,but ofa man;nay, 
ofa people,ofakingdom wherein are nrany king- 
domes. When Alcmenawas in trauell with Her- 

gules, the Poets fay Jupiter was faine to be Mid- 
wife; and fure,as wehaucthe countenance of our 
earthly Zapéter, fo we are humbly to emplorethe 
propitious prefence of our heauenly God,toward 
the perfedtion of this fo greata worke. And {eo lea-

ey Mariners , they viethe weapons, thippes, they 
weare the ornaments, fhippes, out of them fhips, .

bereft of life.It is the good Pilot that bringeth the 
Shippe to the Hauen : Itis the wife Maifter that 
gouerneth the men in the Ship ; but without men 
the Maifter cannot gouerne, nor the fhippe goe: 
What is a Leader withoutan Army , and that of 
Souldiers ? the fame reafon of Sea-men ina fhip ; 
the body muft haue life,bloud and flefh: the fame 
are Sea-men to a fhippe. Columbus found out the 
new world, Drake brought home thehidden trea 
fure ina fhip; but they were both prouided well 
-ofmen, and gouerned well: therefore as Shippes — 
are manned ; andas Mafters vfe their men , fo or- 
dinarily their fhippes fucceede. ‘As for this lat 
matter of gouernement, it isbefides our bufines, 
wee will leaue that to whom it coneerneth, Now 
then, though wee cannot vfe fhipping without 
men, and therefore they muft goe together ; yet 
we mult confiderthe one after the other , and ha- |

aing looked into the firength ofthe one, we will 
view in them the ftate of the other , inthe which

For Mofcouy, it is apparant thatthe fhipping 
shitherward is decayed; fo neither Mariners are 
well employed that way, nor any Sea-men alinoft 
bred.

As the Cofmographers in their Maps, where. 
. in they haue defcribed the habitable Globe, vfe 
to fet downe in the extremity of their Cards jon - 
vnknowne Regions and Climates, That beyond 
thofe places they haue noted there is nothing 
butfands without water , full of wilde beats , or 
congealed feas,which no thip can faile,or Scéthy- 
an live in : fo may I write in the Map of employ- 
- ment,that out of ic,wichout it,is nothing but for- 
dideidlenes , bafe condition, filling the minde 
with a hundred Chymeraes and groffe fantafies, 
and defiling both body and minde with diffolute 
courfes and actions ; like fat ground neglected, 
that bringeth forth a choufand forts of weeds, or 
vnprofitable hearbs. And with this difeafeis our. 
Land affected, our people infected ; whereby fo 
many come to an vntimely & reproachfull death 
in the Land,& many more liuefo difsolutely,and 
fo wickedly on the feas. Idoe notthinke that in 
“any two kingdomes in Ewrope, there are fo many 
Taftized for Murderers and Felons yearely, asin 
Exgland.

Maifters for 
Buffes may be had from Yarmouth and Sould, and 
the reft of the coafts downe the river. Vfe maketh 
Fifhermen,and thefe places affoord ftore of Sea- 
faring men for the purpofe. In-Orford Haven and 
cAlborough be many good Fifhermen, whofe a- 
bilities exercifed in Bufles, would (by Gentlemans 
report) put downe the Hol/ander. The like maybe — 
fayd of Sould, Dunwich, walderfwich , which. 
breedeFifhermen. In all thefe, and many other 
places, .isthis rich Art knowne, bur not vfed. In 
all thefe, and all other,the Holdanders {wimme like 
Elephants, we wading like Sheepe.

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Befides, to encourage vs the more , the char- 
ges are not great, the paines are not great, the i 
rime is notlong,the hazard isnothing atall. This 
is very apparant,and exaétly fet downe in Gent [eu | 
man his Lreatife, whom I fhall but obfcure to ( 
contraG@; neitheris helong.. 
The next motiueto this fithing, was that of 
profite ; wherein ifeuer it weretrue, thata good 
caufe maketh a good Orator, here isa fubie@ to 
enable all meane Rhetoricians. Euery manalmoft. 
is taken with the attention to profite. Lone doth 
much,but Mony doth all.. Here is money, heere 
is profite in aboundance, and divers waies.. In 
aboundance, for that the whole charge of a Buffe, 
with all furniture and appurtenances , betweene Tat is _ be 
thirty and forty Laft,will coft about fiue hundred ace 
pounds : the charges for keeping her a whole tunne, 
{ummer at Sea, may be fome three hundred three 
{core and fiue pounds: the whole Summer filleth- 
herthree times , with making one hundred Laft 
of barrels ,amounteth to one thoufand pounds ;. 
wherby,allowing one hundred pounds for weare 
of fhips, and reparations of nets, there is gained: 
fiue hundred fixtie fiue pounds by one Buffe in 
one yeare, and this is after ten pounds the Laft, 
which was-fo rated in Avtchcockes time , whichis 
| fome thirty three yeres agoe; the Hollander, now, 
felling them for fitteene, twenty pounds, and vp- 
ward the Laft, at Dawske. Hence one may ga- 
 gher ofthe great gaine , thar euen rifeth toa pri- 
_-uate purfe,by this fifhing with a {mall aduenture, 
Bufles being the maine (and thole likely likewife 
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xo continue, by Gods grace, fome twenty yeares) 
So then her charges recurned for keeping her at 
fea; the firft yeare alfo fhe quitteth her owa felfe, 
and there is,I fay, fiue hundred fixty fiue pounds, 
as longas fhe liueth afterwards, declaro. I would 
faine know, not defiringto be toocuriousin a 
{range Common-wealth, but rather to inuite 
my Countrey-men into this fociety, what Trade 
inthe Land did euer in his ftrengrh promife fo 
much; howfoeuer, never any, Lam fure, perfor- 
med fo much, fo eafily,fo continually. 

When Antiochas, inhis fhewto Hannibal of 
his glorious Army in battel-range, his Elephants 
being moft richly adomed, and all his Sonldiers 
in very braue and coftly harneffe and abiliments, 
willing to draw fome acknowledgement from 
him of his power and ftrength, asked his opini- 
on of ic: the warlike Souldier replied againe, 
Thacic was an Armie able to fatisfie the mot 
ceuetous enemy. No queftion, though the Car- 
thaginian noted the people of cowardife; yetit 
would require greatcharges, & coftfome bloud, 
to ouercome fuch an Armie. 

Inthe beft Trade in appearance now that is, 
(and in thofe Countries certaine there areinfinite 
riches) you fee how remote it is, and with whae 
coft of purfe, and loffe of people followed, yet 
without fuch fatisfa@ion. Here is wealth enough 
to fatisfiethe moft thirfly thereof, withour much 
coft, without any fpoyle; euen almoft Salmacida 
fpolia if not, fine fudore, fine fanguine, and not for 
atime, butpermanent. All other Trades are fer- 
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ched as it were,out of a Well, out of the Deepe; 
T meane from farre, heereisa mecre {pring which 
is in fuperficie hard by vs, out of our owneinex- 
hauftible Sea, from the ever-lafting ftore of Her- 
ring whence onely the Ho/lander reapeth a milli- 
on of gold yearely; befides, the moft gainefull 
fifhing with other veffels for Cod and Ling. Hitch- 
cockes long agoe difcouered the fame, his booke 
isextant; and fore-named Gentleman hath very 
plainly fet downe, and in very probable and par- 
ticular manner difclofed the myfteries thereof. 
And the conceitthe Hol/anders haue ofict, calling 
ittheir Chéefe/t Trade and Gold-mine : and the con- 
fidence they haueinit, as laying out their Chil- 
‘drens money given them by friends, in aduentu- 
ring in Buffes,and fathers likewife putting in their 
childrens portions into Buffes; prefume of the 
increafe that way,and fo proportion afumme cer- 
taine out of that gaine, ina certaine time; as alfo 
that there is for Orphanes laid our, and fo increa- 
fing that way for the maintenance of them. Here 
rhen we may get treafure in aboundance,and cer- 
tainly; and befides the gaining of it, we fhall flay 
the vanaturall cide of the departure and tranfpor- 
tation ofour gold; amifchiefe, which notwith- 
{tanding our royall King was fenfible of in the rai- 
fing ofit,yetit fill departech with Ve/fsgia wulla re- 
trorfum, oucof the lazy and difgracious Merchan- 
dize of our Coatters, that giue away our coine to 
the ftranger for our owne fifh. Which vnfeafona- 
ble and vnprofitable humor of Canpomaczon, is this 
way to be diuerted onely. 5

But fome will fay, that our men are not foape, 
nor difpofed thereto: which cannotbe, in regard 
of the ftore of Fifhermen that our Coafts nouri- 
fheth , which liue as hardly, and take as greae 
paines in their fafhion; onely wanting the vie of 
Buffes, & feeme to reioyce arthename of Buffes, 
and may on very good reafon; for that this Buffe- 
fifhing is more eafy then any other kind of fifths 
ing, whichnow we vfein Crayers and Punts., as 
being armed this way better againft all weathers, 
which others fuffer and perifh in, in other veffels 
yearly. And as their prouifions are better,and the 
dangers leffe,fo their painesare likewifelefles > 

Againe, who will net be exceedingly encou- 
raged with the benefite of fuch gaine,in fo honeft 
a manner, when once the fweete is.taltedvof, 
when as otherwife our Countrimen runne fuch 
Aaborious and defperate courfes,: efpecially oue 
of want. : Soe ee sags 
- Others willfay thac our Land will not vererchem 
-in any quantity, inregard thatthefeeding on her- 
ring, and fith, doth not tafte vs.nor is fo receined 
-asamongft thofe Holland and Sealand Mermaids. 
And fure, if thofe neceflary Lawes pronided by 
ouraduifed State, for the keeping ‘of fith daiés 
cleane through our Land were better obferued, 
it would be more wholefomefor ourbodies, and 
make much for the aduancing of our fith,g¢ plen- 
ty of other viduals; befides the deereneffe of our 
fi(h vituall, which more hurteth our purfe then 
our appetites, forithatthe price is within this 2 o. 
yeares almoft trebled ,. whichindeed maketh the. 
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ceie diftaft, as all Houfeholders finde,and theron fi , 
feed their houfholds with flefh , and otherwife; 
this fith vidtuall being now obtained by Merchan- 
dize, which indeed is our owne Staple commo-: 
~ dity, whereon groweth this penury to the poore, 
this great price to others, this difvfe to all, andin 
thefe the Kings,the kingdomes loffe. Yet notwith- 
ftanding there is fuch quantity of herring,befides 
other fifh,confumed amonegftvs, that Hétchcockes 
alioweth 10000 Lafts for our prouifion of her- 
ring to be fpenthere in the Realme;fo that it wold 
{aue at home 100000 pounds of treafure, which 
to our great fhame and loffe, the Hollanders carry 
away, culen for our owne prouifion: befides, that 
prouifion is of the wortt, fuch as they call Roop- 
ficke,8¢ furch as they are forbidden to bring home. 
Now to be ferued of our worft, whereas we might 
be our owne caruers ,and co giue our gold forthae 
we may haue for nothing 5 indge of the loffe, of 
the indignity.

willbein as great eftimation as the Hollanders, 
in XN ormandy,Nants, Burdcaux, Rochell, and other- 
fuch Countries; for which, returneis. made of. 
Wine and Woad, for which is alwajes paid rea- 
dy gold, with a number of other commoditiess. 
They will be in as great eftimation in the Eafk 
Countries, Rewel, Rie, Rufste, Danfke, Poland, 
Deumarke, the returnes whereof are {et downe 
10 Gentleman, And the quantity of Herrin thar 
thefe fore-named Countries confume is infinite, 
Therefore though the Hollanders {pend more 
Fith and Herring by much, in their Countries 
then we do, yeti is their forraigne Trade with al 
other Nations that is their Balis, elfe they could. 
neuer employ fo many Shippes, nor gaine fuch, 
wealth, or get {uch ftrength thereby, And in 
all thefe places wee can and doe ‘Trade, and: 
all their-returnes wee neede and vfe, andthere. 


fore may veter them in as great a quantity as they. 
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at as good arate as they can, letany confider of 
the likelyhood in our behalfe. Firft it ftandeth :

The Seas be our owne, therefore we tourney: 
not fo farre asthe Hollander doth, whereby like- 
wife our trauaileand charge muftbe lighter: our 
ports, harbours and roades be athand; nay, which: 
is more, all vtenfiles-and appurtenances belong- 
ing to fhipping, 4s is before fhewed (Pitch and 
‘Tarre excepted) are found in our owne Land; 
whereas they with great coft, paines,and hazard, 
fetch them from fixe feuerall places. So then we. 
fhall be able to-affoord betrer cheape then the 
Hoilanders ;. and fo we may fell when they can- You Englifli- 
not, and fo the Englifh: thall and may wea- el ae 
y them., and weare out thofe flouts wherewith ede oubolal im 
our poore Fifher-men are {corned.. For if. they, oor’ i 
bee put by the: vttering of their Herrings a- 
broade, they will bee driuen to leave their. 
great Ships, and fith in fmaller veflels neere che 
hae G. 3 fhore: 
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Then for the affoording of Herring and Fifh | / yy | 


fhore toferue their owae curnes, as heretofore 
chey haue cauledvstodoe; when as likewife on 
euery tempelt they opealy triumph ouervs, for 
not taking the bleifings of God powred into our 
lappes. 

_ Thefe hinderances obieG@ed taken away, wee 
may now refort againe to the {weete fountaine of 
profite: which befides that it waterech our priuate 
eftates wich the continuall {pring of great gaine, 
keepeth in our treafure, which exceedingly now. 
wafteth , bringeth in all commodities that either 
the Baft and North Countries, Fravce, or Flaun- 
ders,aftoords euen for this barter ; itrunneth into 
the fea of the Kings cuftome:the venting onely of 
ten thoufand Laft of Herring beyond fea, coms 
meth to fiuethoufand pounds after the rate of the 
ordinary poundage,befides the cuftome of Cod 
and Ling, very neereas valuable as the benefit of 
Herring ,the particular view whereofis fet downe 
by him whom I haue fo often named, & in whofe 
booke you may fee the greatneffe of the cuftome 
amounting to aboue 50000 pound ftarling, that 
accrueth to thofe Countries out of this fithing 
Trade. And yetall this to them is nothing : their 
keeping in their treafure, their carrying away our 
treafure,their aboundance withall other commo- 
dities, their greatneffe of their cuftome this way, 
is nothing in regard of their profit,honor, fafety, 
that their increafe of thipping,increafe of Mari- 
hers this way begetreth to themfclues , among tt 

all nations,to their fate. |

—ourfelues, that our. North-Indies counteruaile

by they. both fwarme euety where, and France, 
Spaine, andthe Batt Countries are full of their 
fhipping. Hence they fetch our-coales,and carry 


them abroad;from Normay and Danskethey bring | 


ys allcommodities,and carry forth ours,at afarre 
better rate then we can our felues: they-haue fil- 
led J4ofcouy,whence we are emptied, with thither

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fhipping; and the Straights abound with them, 
once our poffeflion. They go into,nay they arme 
inthe Weft Indies where we may notbe feenes 
and inthe Eaft Indies they haue had long fetled 
Factories before vs,and haue foure men to one of 
ours there, and go beyond vs as farre, befides the 
number in {tore of goodly fhipping ; whereby, as.

Befides,what an infinite number of thippes and 
men of warrehaue they alwayes in a readineffe ae 
home? Andas the In-keeper of Chalets fayd to his 
gueft,admiring tamtam ferewlorum varictatens, Te 
was with Art all cookt out of porksthis their ftore, 
this their aboundance, is raifed all out of f (hing.. 
Who then would notbe moued? who would not 
be ftirred vp therewith? Who would not goe a fi- 
{hing? You fee what want we haue of fhipping, 
what want we haue of Marin ers,what difcourage- 
Mments we haue in trades, what wants our men are 
in. When Naaman the Sirian complained to E- 
lizeus of his leprofie,he was bid wath himfelfe in 
Jordan {euen times. He looked forother Miracu- 
fous courfes to be taken by the Propher,and could -

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hardly be perfwaded thereto, becaufe —+baaand 
Pharpbar (flouds of Damafcus) were better. Nac- 
man was a Heathen, and had neuer any experi- 
enceof Gods Jordan: yet hee was in the end per- 
fwaded. To fupply our wants, to fatisfie our hun- 
ger, to heale our difeafes,there is nota river, but 
a Sea, fhewen vs, and that not in another king. 
dome, but in our owne; wee are butbidden goe . 
and take fifth out of ir. Weeare Chriftians, and 
it is God that:hath prouided this remedy: and 
we fee by experience no waterlike ours, and wee 
fee our neighbours from every place reforting 
thereto, and healing themfelues thereby. You 
fee how it concerneth vs; let vs in the end like- 
wife be perfwaded. What the number is of our 
Sea-men, bred and employed by all forts of Sea- 
trades, (our petty fifhings excepted) may eafily 
be gheft at ;and whatfoeuer it may amountto. If 
out of our whole Land there bee but foure hun- 
dred Buffes built, and fet forth, of feuenty cunne 
the peece, there are in two yeares nine thoufand 
Mariners more then wasin the Land before: let

The Eaf India men, not able to furnith thofe 
places they refortto, keepeout other from com- 
‘ming amongft them, and to looke into thofe 
parts they knownot, and would giue out of their 
largenefle and riches, entertainment to all the 
Marchants in the Land. Befides,how tedious and 
coftly they, and all other Companies, make it to 
their owne Affociates, when as out of orders, 
aridcaufe of vpholding their Trade, men can 
neither difpofe oftheir owne as they would, nor 
haue the benefite vnder along time. Befides,how 
private doe they, and other Companies, make it, 
when'as out of orders and maintaining their

I 
haue onely poynted at fome aberrations, but as 
the Novice, travelling through ftrange Coun- 
tries, Tap mando, or tanguam canisadNelum. The 
profecuting of this Argument would draw ona 
larger difcourfe then all the whole former , and 
would then exceed a Corollary, and detaine the 
Reader too long. Neither like I the iffue of med- 
ling, when men tire themfelues with controuling 
of publicke matters, yet many times cannot ma- 
nage their owne affaires. I make no intrufion into 
Merchants Myfteries, neither defire to pry into 
the States fecrecie. It wasa foolith complaint of 
the Poet,Car aléquid vidi? itis much more for me 
to lay, Cur aliquid (cripfi? Lam fo far fiom giuing 
any caufe of publique offence, that 1 would not | 
iuftly prouoke any private perfon. I was borne in 

the Cittie, and live amongft Sea-men.) And as 
fome Almanacke-makers; when they ‘pretend ex 
adtneffe in their Calculations, though they doe 
but route, vfe to appropriate their obferuationste
